All aboard for the Silver Jubilee Anniversary of the Denver 
Fat Stock Show—it’s the big Tom Cross Special composed of cow- 
men of various rank, ranging from breeders, feeders, buyers, pack- 
ers, promoters, butchers to what Tom calls “other diplomats” 
which makes an opening for yours truly to jine up with the gang. 
Pressing business prevented “setting in” with the party until the 
special reached Omaha, nevertheless Manager A. EK. White of the 
Burlington’s commissary looked well after our needs once we got 
aboard. One full car had come out from Chicago and another was 
added at Omaha which accommodated we westerners. The two 
cars were attached so our crowd was practically all together. Such 
meals as this Mr. White is able to set up should attract travelers 
to his line, especially those with ravishing appetites. Extra select 
steaks from the Hortenstein champion 
steer carcasses were served de lux, ev- 
eryone grumbled for lack of capacity. 
This was a most joyous trip off across 
the plains and up to the foothills and 
the mile high city of Denver. Cow 
talk flowed freely. We gathered from 
the conversation that corn belt opera- 
tors were in the market for something 
to put in their lots at a reasonable fig- 
ure compared with the times. Also 
that they expect corn which is their 
main feed to be available at about 
present market prices throughout the 
coming year. Quality calves were dis- 
cussed freely. It seems that these 
feeders like the good ones best—they 
like the calves bred for early maturity 
and are willing to overstep the regu- 
lar markets when bidding for such 
calves. This was clearly demonstrated 
when these same men went into com- 
petition at the yards and secured cattle 
for their 1931 operations. When the 
train stopped at the Union station our 
boys scattered like scared rats, each 
seeking for himself that portion of the 
show in which he was most interested. As for ourselves the show 
barn came first and next the yard display. 

Last winter Manager Jones of the National Western Stock 
Show at Denver intimated that he was not entirely satisfied with 
the number of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on display in the breeding 
classes. This time however he was looking for a place to put them 
because of the increased numbers. Twelve breeders had on display 
something like 150 head which taxed the space to its capacity. Now 
that the boys have satisfied Manager Jones as ta numbers they 
would like to ask in return that the management increase the 
premium money to match at least the amounts offered some of the 
other beef breeds. The boys enjoy bringing their ‘cattle out and 
will more than appreciate a bit of reciprocity. 

This being the Silver Jubilee celebration for the National 
Western Stock Show the management went to the extra pains of 
securing one of the best Rodeo outfits in the country to help en- 
tertain folks. To say that this special attraction was appreciated 
is putting it mildly for the crowds fairly jammed the gates for ev- 
ery performance where these wild riders appeared. Then too the 
stock show was better and bigger than ever. Other breeds held up

well their showings and the Aberdeen-Angus did themselves proud 
in making a grand display. Many of the leading campaign herds 
were on display so folk had an opportunity to see champions at the 
great winter shows right on their own tanbark. 

At the barns the crowds swarmed until it was well nigh im- 
possible at times for the boys to get their cattle through the aisles 
when leading out for the shows and at chore time. Never since 
we have been going to Denver has there been so many interested 
people hanging about the Aberdeen-Angus section of the show, 
which this year had been moved from the brick barn on the hill 
to the big mule shed just down the lane. The new place proved 
ideal for the cattle although it was difficult for some folk to locate 
the Aberdeen-Angus exhibit. Prior to the sale many more than 
usual were seen inspecting the various 
offerings which were absorbed quickly 
and at good prices when they were pre- 
sented in the auction ring. 

Seven states were represented in 
the show ring. Kniese, Lutes, Travis 
and the Lucores defended the Colora- 
do banner; Davis, Puckett and Pycha 
came in from Nebraska, Hollinger sent 
his Kansas herd over and Congdon_& 
Battles came along from Washington, 
while the Blake Brothers of Iowa and 
St. Albans of Missouri supplied the 
remainder of the showing. From five 
to ten entries were paraded in each 
class, thus making a splendid showing 
to the ringside which responded with 
close attention to the placings made 
by Judge Stanley R. Pierce, of Cres- 
ton, Illinois, who did a very satisfact- 
ory piece of work although he found it 
difficult at times to make decisions 
—- of the splendid quality exhib- 
ited. 

The first class out brought for- 
ward five aged bulls, and great bulls 
they were. Brown secured first place in this class with Revolution 
37th 411925 by Blackcap Revolution; the bull that was later made 
senior and finally grand champion Aberdeen-Angus bull. Next to 
him in class stood the Congdon & Battles entry Prizemere 115th 
412760 by Blackmere 29th. Third place was filled by the Lucore 
bull Blackbird Quiet Lad 408359 by Quinton Boy 3d. Erie Revolu- 
tion a son of Blackcap Revolution Again stood fourth for St. Al- 
bans Farms and the Davis bull Barbarize 405962 by Prizon held 
fifth place. Thus closed a very strong aged bull show. 

There were five two year olds headed by Blake’s bull Blackcap 
Benz 11th by Blackcap Benz 5th, followed by Hollinger’s bull Pride 
Irenmere of W. 419355 by Irenmere 6th. Brown took the Senior 
yearling class of five with Revolution 84th 423972 a son of Black- 
cap Revolution, and Congdon & Battles drew second with Prize- 
mere 138th 421739 a son of Prizemere 32d. The senior yearling 
bull class of five was headed by Congdon & Battles entry Black- 
mere 97th 428220 sired by Prizemere 32d.

A Visit to Welty Ranch this side Long’s Peat 


Scarcely had we entered the yards to make a general survey 
for the carlot show in honor of Denver’s Silver Jubilee celebration 
when Roy Welty appeared in the alley next to his display. As us- 
ual this hale Westerner concluded his greeting with an insistent 
invitation to visit his home place and the ranch over in the foot- 
hills before returning home. For the first time the invitation was 
accepted and arrangements made to go along immediately after 
the judging had been finished on 
the “hill” where the greatest lot of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle 
were assembled that this show had 
yet experienced. 

Wednesday afternoon saw this 
work finished and with it an urgent 
invitation again to visit the Dia- 


Soon the Diamond K visitors were 
assembled and sent on their way, 
leaving Enos Tolan of Farmingdale, 
Illinois; James B. Hollinger, of 
Chapman, Kansas; and yours truly 
to go north with Roy Welty. It was 
yet day light and a beautiful after- 
noon. The hills to the west stood 
out in bold relief. The lads from 
the flat country guessed and guess- 
ed at the distance and marvelled 
each time the car headed toward 
the hills that the distance should 
apparently increase rather than di- 
minish. 

As soon as we left the yards 
Roy began to lecture on Colorado, 
giving us history past and present, 
thus making the trip decidedly in- 
teresting. The lads in the rear seat 
laid a barrage of questions that per- 
mitted little rest on the part of our 
host. Referring to apparent near- 
ness of the mountains Jimmy says, 
“Say, Roy, just how long are the 
miles out in this country.” 

A lovely hard road, U. S. 285, 
leads north from Denver by way of 
Lafayette some ten or a dozen miles 
east of Boulder, directly through 
Longmont to Berthoud a small but 
most attractive little city about fif- 
ty miles north of Denver. To the 
east a couple of miles in the irrigat- 
ed section is the Welty homestead 
where we were to camp that night. 
Not much time was wasted along 
the way for plans called for inspec- 
tion of the pure bred breeding herd 
before night fall so it was a race to 
outdo the oncoming night. 

Here in the field was found 
some forty or more breeding cows 
and heifers approaching usefulness 
that are just about as good as any 
breeder in the land can produce for 
inspection. Great big roomy matrons, set close to the ground and 
displaying thickness, depth of body, straight lines and quality as 
good as can be found anywhere. Most of them claiming direct re- 
lationship to a group of splendid cows which Roy had a few years 
ago selected in southeastern Iowa, most of which were pointed out 
as the mothers and grandmothers of the rest. By this time dark- 
ness had begun to enshroud our party and the cattle to such an ex- 
tent as to prohibit picture taking. Mr. Welty has here the founda- 
tion for an excellent breeding herd of no small proportions and the 
Journal will be happy to watch this group of cows develop into 
one of the leading herds of the breed for size as well as quality. 
From the pasture we returned to the homestead, fed the calves in 
the corals and repaired to the house. Mrs. Welty and the children

in country. These places were de- 
peers yoo for one here and there occupied 
by the local care taker whose job is to look 
after a group of these camps through the 
winter season. For this reason we had the 
beautiful highway almost to ourselves. 
Only an occasional car came In sight and 
but very few human beings were encount- 
ered in the hills that day. The sky was 
clear, the air exhilarating, the customary 
snow for this time of year was absent, cat- 
tle were pastured on the steep hillsides as 
were the thousands of horses used as work 
horses and saddle horses during the sum- 
mer camp season. This stock was fat and 
yet but little grass seemed to be available. 
The Welty ranch is reached via the Big 
Thompson Canyon at the upper end of 
which spreads out over great broad valleys 
the famous Estes Park. The Big Thomp- 
son river, clean and white threaded its way 
up and up, falling every few rods from a 
few to many feet at a time and frequently 
dashing down over high boulders where the 
gushing waters cut away the ice, leav- 
ing air holes here and there through 
some three feet of pure white ice 
which covered the stream wherever 
ice could be formed. All agreed that 
this was a lovely winter ride, con- 
trary to expectations the color scheme 
found in the hills was fascinating, in- 
deed luring, the rock walls towering 
high on either side afforded plenty of 
somber winter colorings, the pines 
painted against these walls were still 
green, here and there a narrow can- 
yon leading out of the main valley 
permitted us to vision the sunlit crest 
of some distant mountain peak. 
Whoa! What’s that, something 
moved away up there—was it a deer, 
yes sir, there’s two, no three, indeed 
there proved to be about a dozen of 
the beautiful creatures high up on the 
mountain side hiding behind rocks 
and mammoth pine trees. One at a 
time they slipped over the crest of the 
hill giving our party a splendid op- 
portunity to see them. “I’m tickled’ 
to death,” says Roy, “to think that 
you boys should see these deer, I was 
afraid they would hear us coming and 
slip over the hill before you should 
see them. There’s hundreds of them 
up here. In fact sometimes they be- 
come a regular nuisance.” “Boys, 
that’s great,” said Enos, “you know I am 
enjoying every minute of this ride ev- 
en if my neck is getting stiff.” Jimmy Hol- 
linger whose neck had been almost dislo- 
cated from looking up suggested, “its won- 
derful to think we could have such a grand 
day away up here all by ourselves—no tour- 
ists, no dust, and no one to make us drive 
too close to the edge of the road. Really 
[ think IJ like it better than I would in the 
summer when these highways are crowded.” 
“Well, what about it,” says Roy—“that 
road leads to our ranch, shall we take it or 
keep going straight ahead?” The boys con- 
cluded that we better keep going and stop 
at the ranch on the return trip. Further up 
the Canyon the walls separated gradually 
and finally opened into broad fertile valleys 
at and near Estes Park; a spacious range 
country where once roamed thousands of 
native and corn belt bred cattle under the 
management of an lowa firm comprised 
chiefly of Webster City men. It was nigh 
onto half a century ago when the writer’s 
father used to winter Iowa bred calves by 


the hundreds for the firm of Estes, Arthur 
and Fullerton who held a lease on these 
rich pastures and sent the calves each 
spring up here in the hills to be developed. 
When the site of the old “headquarters” 
camp was pointed out there came a thrill to 
our soul and an immediate return to boy- 
hood days when calves, and more calves 
filled the old straw sheds on the prairie 
farm near the river south of our present 
home town. 

We drove some distance beyond the Stan- 
ley Hotel and returned to Thompson Can- 
yon by the way of “Devil’s Gulch” where 
hundreds of feet of fall were quickly taken 
through a succession of “switchback” turns 
on a rather narrow roadway which wound 
around rocks, crossed frequently the little 
stream and finally found its way back to 
the main canyon a short distance above the 
road leading to the Welty ranch. This was 
a beautiful drive. Tourists have not as yet 
worked in this gulch where nature reigns 
supreme. Here and there along the little

creek were evidences of the workings of 
the beaver tribe—master wood crafters that 
they are. “Did you ever notice,” says Roy, 
“that those little fellows never fail to fell 
a tree across the stream so it will be handy 
for them to work it up and float the pieces 
down to where they are building their 
dams?” 

Soon after we reentered Thompson Can- 
yon and while yet about 9000 feet up ap- 
peared again the side road leading in a 
southerly direction toward the Welty ranch 
of some 8000 acres over in the Blue Moun- 
tains or foothills. The ranch lies almost di- 
direetly north and south in a beautiful val- 
ley stretching from the high up rim rock 
which extends the entire length of the place 
on the east side, thus forming a perpetual 
fence, to a point near the top of a more 
gentle mountain side to the west which 
nearly parrallels the rim rock formation. 
“It was some task getting the posts up 
there,” admitted Roy, “some we tied in bun- 
dles and dragged up with a saddle horse, 
others we carried up on our shoulders.” 


This day the breeding cattle were work- 
ing away along the west slope of the east 
line hills, sticking in behind bushes and 
rocks, anywhere from the base of the moun- 
tain clear up to the shadows of the rim rock 
formation which stands perpendicular to a 
height of thirty to fifty feet and perhaps 
more on top of a mountain perhaps a thous- 
and feet high. It was a beautiful sight to 
see some three hundred cows and heifers of 
breeding age scattered along this hillside 
together with many calves. “These cows” 
says Roy, “were dropped right here in the 
open on this ranch and they will spend their 
days here producing more calves for re- 
placement and others for our feedlots and 
show pens. Never will they be brought 
down into the valley until they have reach- 
ed the age where their usefulness ceases 
and we wish to feed them off for market.” 
Thus generation after generation of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have been grown in these 
hills and yet they are approachable, even by 
strangers, and when taken to the valley 
feedlots at maturity finish off into cows of 
1300 to 1600 pounds each. 

At the coral were two groups of cattle. 
The one consisted of the herd bulls which 
had been brought in for a little extra hay

in order that they might pick up a bit be- 
fore going back on the spring and summer 
range with the breeding cows. These bulls 
were in good condition and as quiet and 
gentle as those found in anyone’s paddock. 
They did not object to our presence nor our 
getting them up and walking them about 
the lots for a better look. 

In the other section were some sixty or 
more heifer calves from last season’s crop 
that were being weaned and fed some hay 
and a bit of grain in order to put them in 
fit condition for the open range next spring. 
These heifers were exceptionally good, 
among them many specimens that looked 
fit for show ring prospects and yet they 
were the progeny of this range herd of 
many years standing. These heifers will be 
used for replacement of old cows and for 
increasing the number of breeding cows in 
the herd. They were sired by some ten or 
twelve different bulls and yet they carried 
a splendid uniformity in size and conforma- 
tion.

landing as reserve in this competition. 

Brown was again strong in the summer 
yearling class of eight head, placing Eve- 
ning Erica 8th by Excelsior Marshall 3d at 
the top. Hollinger was second and third 
with a pair of fine heifers, Lilly Iren 2d 
and Queenmere of Wheatland both by Iren- 
mere 6th. Blakes headed the list of six 
senior heifer calves with Blackbird 10th of 
Page by Glencarnock Revolution 6th.

that it would be better for one judge to 
make the final decision. Anyway that is 
what happened. It was quite a shock to 
some of the exhibitors to learn this news 
after their entries had been led into the 
arena. The Aberdeen-Angus_ exhibitors 
were disappointed that our secretary had 
not been taken into conference in the mat- 
ter, not that it makes any particular differ- 
ence in the placings but that we were mak- 
ing a good strong showing and felt that 
we were entitled to recognition in matters 
of this kind. Prof. Blizzard of the Oklahoma 
college had been selected for this job and 
handled it in his customary deliberate man- 
ner, selecting for his grand champion the 
beautiful Whitefaced steer from Nebraska, 
shown by the Japanese lad, Masa Matsu- 
tani. The reserve grand championship ticket 
went to Sni-A-Bar Farms with a beautiful 
Shorthorn, one of the most outstanding in- 
dividuals this breed has produced in many 
years. In fact he looked good enough from 
the ringside to go to the top. The Aber- 
deen-Angus calf lacked finish and flesh in 
spite of the fact that he was burning up 
with quality. 

In the auction sale the Hereford sold at 
85 cents per pound to the Blayney Murphey 
Packing Company. The Shorthorn steer 
was reserved and withheld from the auc- 
tion, presumably to be shown at some of the 
later shows. The Aberdeen-Angus cham- 
pion was sold at 30 cents per pound to Stan- 
ley Pierce of Creston, Illinois. The other 
calves started at 16 cents and ranged down.

tral part of this ranch running from the 
south to the north is a creek that never 
goes dry and which furnishes water for the 
cattle at all times. The level valley land 
on either bank is used for the production 
of hay, mostly alfalfa, which is put up year 
after year without having a drop of water 
fall on it. This hay is stacked and saved 
for winter feeding when the weather pre- 
vents the cattle from ranging in the open. 
Usually but one crop per season is taken 
off this land which is not irrigated, after 
which the cattle are allowed to pasture the 
fields to some extent. It is in this valley 
that headquarters ranch is located where 
Wyatt Smith lives and looks after Mr. Wel- 
ty’s interests throughout the year. This 
day Wyatt came riding down the valley 
pretty much excited over his inability to 
locate a bunch of thirty or forty breeding 
cows that had drawn away from the main 
herd to feed in a little valley to the far end 
of the ranch. Immediately following the 
noon meal Wyatt mounted a fresh pony and 
scampered off up the valley to see what it 
was all about. After inspecting these breed- 
ing cattle, their native haunt and the calves 
produced here in the open we are ready to 
declare more emphatically than ever that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are real range cat- 
tle, capable of giving a good account of 
themselves under any conditions. When the 
wornout cows can be brought in and quick- 
ly finished to 1300 or 1600 pounds and go 
to market at a premium of one to two cents 
over other fat cows it looks like the produc- 
Ing machinery was after all worth as much 
as that of our esteemed contemporaries. 

The visit was cut short by several hours 
because of it being necessary to reach Den- 
ver early in the afternoon where appoint- 
ments previously made were unfortunately 
broken because train schedules could not be 
adjusted to accommodate we “mountain- 
eers.” If these lads keep their word Roy’s 
cabin up near the entrance to Estes Park 
will be a busy place next summer. “Why,” 
Says Enos, “a visit_to the Denver Stock 


show is not complete without a trip like 


this, is it?” 
The outstanding feature of the whole trip 
to us however was found in the ability of

This load was then plac- 
ed in the lot and pushed along for the show 
and would in four or five weeks more have 
been in line with the winners. Mr. Welty 
is to be congratulated upon his ability and 
desire to uphold the Aberdeen-Angus ban- 
ner in Colorado and here is hoping that his 
herd will ere long become prominently 
known throughout the land for its outstand- 
ing breeding cattle as well.
